Cairo indicated yesterday that 
President Sadat plans to press the 
U.N. to wind up Hs Middle Bast

The admission by a terrorist 
leader of the desperate situation 
of terrorists in the Gaza Strip in 
the wake of pursuit by Israeli se- 
curity forces has come to light 
with the discovery of a letter 
written by him shortly before his 
death. 

The letter, written last Septem- 
ber, was discovered during the in- 
vestigation of the suicide of Ziad 
el-Husseini, head of the Palestine 
Liberation Front in the Gaza 
Strip, at the home of Gaza Mayor 
Rashad Shawa on November 21.

Jand ...” 

The ljetter refers to the terrorist 
leader’s commander abroad, his 
“Big Brother,” Abu Ali, who “in- 
sists” that el-Husseini leave the 
Strip for abroad.

CALCUTTA (UPI). — Four plane- 
loads of evacuees were flown out 
of the embattled East Pakistan ca- 
pital of Dacca yesterday by British 
Royal Air Force C180 cargo planes. 

The first touched down at Cal- 
eutta's Dum Dum Airport with 
about 100 women and children in 
midmorning. Another cameaboutan 
hour later and the third some 20 
minutes after the second. 


One of the planes made the 70- 
minute round trip to Dacca again 
and arrived in Calcutta with more 
evacuees. 


Armed Indian security guards 
kept the large group of foreign 
bewsmen out of Calcutta’s airport 
while BOAC personnel helped eva- 
cuees through customs and immi- 
gration procedures and then took 
them to an arrival hall. 


Small children held their mothers’ 
hands as they walked from the 
plane. Atthough they were obviously 
tired after more than a 24-hour 
wait at Dacca Airport for the 
planes, the evacuees appeared in 
good shape. 

Despite the tight security, In- 
dian offictals treated the evacuees 
kindly and tried to make them 
comfortable in ‘the sealed arrival 


Diplomatic officials said that in 
the four shuttle flights, 435 per-_ 
sons were evacuated from Dacca, - 
leaving some 150 to 200 foreigners::. 
behind. No more flights could be 
made in the cease-fire time, which 
expired at 10.30 am. Israel time. 

Carl Pfeiffer, an American who 
was working in East Pakistan, said 
the Pakistani forces were preparing 
for “a last-ditch stand."

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RISE OF ISRAEL’S 


WN MIRAGE 


The French Government's embargo on the 50 Mirages 
to Israel was a key factor in the escalation of the Israeli- 
Arab conflict into a world crisis, says Jack Gee (The 
Jerusalem Post’s Paris Correspondent Jack Maurice) in 
this ninth extract from his book “Mirage — Warplane 
for the World,” published recently by MacDenald, Lon- 
don. The embargo led to the introduction of the U.S. 
Phantom jet into the Middle East arena, and.also contri- 
buted to the recent rapid expansion of Israel’s own war- 
plane industry. Meanwhile, says Gee, Marcel Dassault, 
now nearing 80 and with his fortune in the billion-class, 
‘is still busy at his drawing-board, working on new 


designs and formulas. 


Marcel Dassault is now nearing his 80th year. It is normal for an 
old man's thoughts to turn back to the achievements of an event- 
ful career. But Dassault's vision is still focussed on the future, on 
the sext generation of his pedigree Mirages and beyond. The 
genius which has always driven his creative spirit forward to new 
designs and fornmulas is as alert as ever in the winter of his life. 

~ Reminiscing, he says: “I cannot say I am_ obliged to work. But 
I can’t say either that I am stopping working. I live in the 
midst of my business. Above all, I draw and I believe I do so 
very well, In the beginning I ran my entire company. That means 
I was the technician. industrialist, businessman and financier 
simultaneously. Now I have kept for myself the most agreeable 
part, because it is the part which involves creation. I 2m free to 
do what I enjoy. I am the aircraft’s architect.” 

But, at home or at his office in the H6tel de Morny, he is 
always busy at his drawing board. The man who exercises an 
absolute monopoly over the manufactute of French combat 
planes has not finished yet. There are no tell-tale signs of senility 
or flagging energy. He spent much of the summer holiday which 
he took in Switzerland in 1970 lobbying officials in Berne in 
support of his campaign to sell the Mirage Milan to.the Swiss Air 
Force, Jean Cabriére, his Deputy Technical Director General who 
has been at his side for almost a quarter of a century, says: 
“Churchill and Eisenhower took on a new lease of vitality in their, 
old age: They seemed to be rejuvenated. The same phenomenon 
is apparent in the case of Marcel Dassault.” 

Dassault is conscious that the outlook for the 
industry, which in the context of military of fee mcans ever δἰ: 
future of bis own firm, will be decided by the outcome of his 
rivalry with the plane makers of the United States. But he draws 
the boundaries within which the contest will be conducted: “I 
only compete with American firms on a certain number of very 
kimited programmes such as fighter bombers and business jets. 
What I consider I make almost a5 well as the Americans are 
interceptors. Since World War If the international market has 
been shared between the Mirage ΠῚ and the F-104. What I do 
better in comparison with the Americans is the business jet which 
at the moment is the customers’ favourite. In spite of everything, 
we have sold and will continue to sell in America each time we 
have better material than the American manufacturers. -

“But America makes many other things like strategic bombers, 
many types of transport planes which are generally very success- 
ful, military planes which attain speeds of Mach 3 and beyond, 
rockets, satellites, etc. I therefore consider that, since America 
disposes of very great resources, it is right in organizing itself as 
it does. And, as France can call on only small resources, she is 
right to organize herself as she does. Each works according to its 
own means." As for Britain, Dassault says: “Τὶ seems to me, and 
I insist this is my personal impression, that France is in the pro- 
cess of producing a more advanced quality of aircraft than the 
British.” 

Dassault is now firmly established in the billionaire class 
thanks to a fortune founded not only on his aeroplanes but on 
an empire embracing electronics, publishing, building and real 
estate. This modern King Midas turns all he touches to gold. 

His wide range of ‘business activities is still developing at a 
rate which makes him the envy of his rivals. Avions Marcel 
Dassault’s registered capital has shot upwards from $6 million in 
1965 to $48 million in 1970. This means that, without borrowing 
a penny, the firm's nominal value has multiplied ‘by eight in ‘six 
years, In July 1971 the public got their first opportunity to share 
in Dassault's prosperity when he floated a stock issue to raise 
money to finance his ambitious expansion programmes. Financial 
experts believe he will easily raise $20 million in cash. 

All these operations are combined in a limited company in 
which he has @ 90 per cent share, with the remaining 10 per cent 
in the bands of his younger son, Serge, the Managing Director of 
his electronics subsidiary, Elecrranique Marcel Dassault. Serge, 
now 45, is a graduate of both the Higher Aeronautical School and 
of the Ecole Polytechnique, an academy founded during the 
French Revolution which today produces the country’s most 

‘outstanding military and civil engineers. Dassault’s elder son,’ 
Claude, looks after his flourishing property interests. 

Dassault recently sold the Banque Commerciale de Paris which 
was built into the biggest investment bank in France after 
Rothschilds by managing director Albin Chalandon, former 
financial adviser to de Gaulle and gow Minister of Equipment Ia 
1968 it had $50 millions in deposits and was making an annual 
profit of $2 millions. Dassault’s own companies, being privately 
controlled, are not quoted on the Bourse, the Paris Stock Ex- 
change, But his transactions often provoke spectacular rises and 
falls in stock prices. To avoid paying extra commission to his 
‘brokers he always makes sure his accounts are closed by settling 
day. He plays the market skilfully and is reputed to have made 
some fabulous coups. 

Thrift has always been his golden rule. His recipé for getting 
rich: “Remember that banks are good places to deposit money 
and to earn interest, but not to borrow from. Another thing to

understand is the importance of the time factor. Between my first 
propeller and today, between my small beginnings and this 
fortune, there is a time span of half a century. If I had been in 
a hurry and had borrowed, I would have done what the others 
did.

After his planes, Dassault’s great love is the weekly magazine 
Jours de France which be founded in 1951 shortly after he was 
first elected to the National Assembly. He put his close friend 
and confidant General Pierre Guillain de Bénouville in the Editor- 
_in-Chief’s chair with a brief to compete with France's biggest 
selling illustrated weekly Paris-Match. Admiring Bénouville’s 
Resistance record and ability as an author Dassault hired him 
shortly after the War. Dassault particularly enjoys his sense of 
humour. When the General won a seat in Parliament in 1970, 
his chief said: “I shall go to the Chamber more regularly now 
It will be more fun with Bénouville there.” 


Futare of the Dassault firms 
" Avions Marcel Dassault was also singled out for nationalisation 
recently by Jean-Jacques Servan-Schreiber, owner ef the mass- 
circulation news magazine L'Express and an ambitious middle- 
‘of-the-road politician. Servan-Schreiber, who has been conducting 
ἃ campaign for swingeing inheritance taxes, said during another 
television debate: “If Monsieur Marcel Dassault disappears 
tomorrow all his companies will be handed over to his son. But 
who can prove this son is competent?” Serge replied in a letter 
to Le Monde: “Don’t let him worry about the future of the 
Marcel Dassault firms which, in any case, are run by a team of 
capable men who have proved their worth. Over a period of 
many years I have acquired skill in the fields of both aeronautics 
and electronics. For the past five years I have been managing 
director of the Marcel Dassault electronic company whose tech-

Schreiber as a,/journalist, although he is himself the son of a 
joumalist.” Servan-Schreiber accepted the retort: “I chose Das- 
sault as an example because, like Boussac and Prouvost , he is 
one of the most famous figures of French business.” 


Painful predicament 

The French government’s embargo on the 50 Mirage 55 which 
Israel ordered and paid for created a dilemma for Marcel Das- 
sault. The veto on the export of the aircraft threatened the future 
of the firm to which he had devoted his life. As a French citizen. 
he could not loyally criticise de Gaulle’s decision. But he could 
not ignore the bonds which had been forged between the Israeli 
Air Force and his own engineers thanks to the Ouragans and the 
Mystéres, the prestige which the Mirage won with its victories 
over the MiGs during the Six Day War, the bravery of the 
Tsraeli people, that forward bastion of western civilisation. All 
this placed Dassault. his son Serge, and many of his aides in a 
painful predicament. 

For Serge, who has remained a Jew, this issue has more 
emotional undertones than for his father, a convert to Catholi- 
cism. But Marcel Dassault declared recently: “It is the French 
government which. decides on French policy. The Marcel Das- 
sault Aircraft Company, which has worked with Israel for 15 
years, holds the courage of the Hebrew people and the ability 
of its pilots in the highest regard.” 

The decisions taken by two French Presidents to withhold 
.Mirages from Israel have been key factors in the progression 
of the Israeli-Arab conflict from a regional to 3 world crisis. 
When de Gaulle forbade Dassault to deliver these waiplanes, he 
was confident that the Israelis would be compelled to accept 
France's formula of a peace settlement imposed by the Big Four.

Af Mirage had, continued to battle against MiG in the skies of 
the Middle East the conflict could have been confined within 
the same limits as between the Sinai-Suez campaign of 1956 and 
the Six Day War of 1967. But the introduction of Phantom

The consequences of the Mirage embargo were therefore 
absolutely contrary to de Gaulle’s declared objective. He set in 
motion a chain reaction which produced armed Soviet interven- 
tion in the Middle East and extended the Soviet military 
presence around the shores of the Mediterranean. The sea which 
de Gaulle planned to tum into a peaceful sphere of French 
influence fast became a Soviet lake. Instead of damping down 
the flames of war, he fanned them.

Deprived of their Mirages, the Israelis swore they would never 
again allow their survival to depend on the good pleasure of a 
“foreign aircraft supplier. General Ezer Weizman, who ordered 
Israel's first Mirages ten years ago, says: “I would have loved 
:to have had our own aircraft. But there’s a time and place for 
everything. Tf we had got our Mirages five years earlier, we 
,would not have been geared to operate them. Today we can 
‘operate Phantoms because our air force is mature enough for 
.the task. We could even handle Apollo 16 now!” 

In the early 1960s Shimon Peres, the Deputy: Minister for 
Defence. scoffed at IAF leaders who_u that Israet’ should 
gear itself to build its own warplanes: y manufacture them 
here in beleaguered Israel when they can be built in complete 
security in France?” Now the Israelis are racing to catch up 
for lost time and tooling their aircraft factories to produce a 
prototype of their first warplane for 1971. Ambitionsly desig- 
nated “Super. Mirage"—an overstatement as it will fly below 
Mach 2—it is being conceived, like the Mirage, as a multi- 
purpose aircraft for interception, long-range bombing and 
ground support missions.

Israel's Aircraft Industries whose beginnings date back to the 4 


country’s War of Independence. During the War, Peres, who was 
Israel’s Defence Ministry representative in the United States, met 
a young American aeronautical engineer called ΑἹ Schwimmer. 
Peres was impresséd by Schwimmer's fanatical insistence on the 
need for Israel to build its own aircraft industry with American- 
sized plants and American techniques. After serving in Israel’s 
fledgling Ait Force Schwimmer returned to the U.S. where he 
founded an aircraft overhaul and maintenance company in Bur- 
bank. California. One day he received a visit from Premier 
David ‘Ben-Gurion. The young engineer fired the old patriarch 
with his énthusiasm. Soon Schwimmer was on his way back to 
Israel as director of the country’s first aircraft company. Bedek 
Aviation. The company changed its name to Israel Aircraft In- 
dustries in 1957 when it obtained a licence from Henry Potez to 
manufacture his (win-jet Fouga Magister trainer. TAI also modi- 
fied several Boeing B-377 Stratocruisers in which it introduced 
its own cargo-dropping system. 

The Israeli firm redesigned the Rockwell Standard Corpora- 
tion's Jet Commander which it now sells under the trade name 
Jet Commodore. Until de Gaulle imposed his total embargo on 
arms for Israel, IAT serviced Armée de [Air planes including 
Mirages and Mystéres. {τ still makes ailerons for the Dassault 


_Mystére Falcon 20. Now TAS is seeking a world market for the 


first aircraft completely designed and built in Israel, Arava, a 
robust and versatile transport with genuine short take-off and 
Janding characteristics. The aircraft which is going through its 
test Hight programme, can take off from lawns or other small 
patches with 20 passengers or two tons of freight. A prototype 
crashed in November 1970 over Cisjordania, killing three of the 
four crewmen including LANs Chief Test Pilot, Abraham 
Hacochen. IAI, however, still hopes to obtain a certificate of 
airworthiness for Arava in 1971 and production will begin 
immediately afterwards. The state-owned Société Nationale In- 
dustrielle Aérospatiale (SNIA) has obtained a licence to produce 
the Israeli plane in France where it may.be assembled under the 
name of Sherpa. 


Plans needed in a hurry

They 
include 250 Americans of whom 125 are graduate engineers, 
Indications that work on the Super Mirage was well under 
way were confirmed by Premier Golda Meir at the first public 
showing of Arava in April 1970 when she warned that reliance 
for warplanes on outside sources, however friendly, “could lead 
to disappointment”.

‘Waldner was not exaggerating when he added: “This is the most 
serious case of espionage in Switzerland since World War II.” 
Colonel Zvi Allon, the Israeli military attaché in Berne, was, 
asked to leave the country immediately. The Swiss authorities 
also declared his predecessor General Nehemia Kain 
oe non. grata.

He said the pinball machines, 
which cost the player 25 or 50 
agora a turn, have been compet- 
ing with the schools: the police 
and the Municipality have re- 
ceived numerous complaints from 
Parents that their youngsters 
were playing truant and spend-

The boys were wasting con- 
siderable sums of money on them, 
and some “got into bad com-

Graft to be 
probed with no 
fear or favour

TIBRRIAS. — Acting Premier and 
Education Minister Yigal Allon 
told an audience of students at 
Beit Yerah on Friday that every 
case of corruption would be in- 
vestigated “without fear or favour.” 

Answering pupils’ questions on 
the Autocars and Netivet Neft af- 
fairs, he said that steps would be 
taken to prevent corruption; “buf 
we shall not set ourselves wp as- 
judges or come down to the level 
of the popular courts in ‘Communist 
countries.” 

While the public’s impatience was 
understandable, it was nevertheless 
wrong to pass judgment before the 
courts ruled on each case, Mr. 
Allon said. He went on to assure 
the pupils that if any shortcomings 
were uncovered in industries and 
enterprises benefiting from Gov- 
ernment aid or answerable to pub- 
lic control, the Government would 
take the necessary steps. 

Mr. Allon had come to Galilee 
to visit some veteran settlements 
and inspect their schools. He visi- 
ted Jordan Valley regional schools 
as part of the tour. He urged the 
heads of the local councils to es- 
tablish more regional schools, sturt- 
ing from the intermediate forms, 
because they are able to offer 
better laboratory and study facili- 
ties than local schools.
